time of this writing, we are preparing to go before San 
Francisco’s CIAC — Capital Improvement Advisory Commit- 
tee — which is comprised 
of several representatives 
of various city depart- 
ments. The CIAC will 
determine whether a 
bond report submitted by 
the Academy demon- 
strates a need for funds 
that would be provided 
for by a bond measure. 
Following an appearance 
before the CIAC, we go 
before the Board of 
Supervisors’ Finance 
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Committee and finally, 


the full Board of Supervisors for final ballot placement 
approval. 

If all goes as we hope it will, we should be on the 
March 7" ballot. Between now and March 7, 2000, the bond 
campaign will be engaged in outreach, grassroots organiz- 
ing and an effort to let the voters of San Francisco know 
what an important resource the Academy is to the City and 
why we need this bond. We hope for, and look forward to, 
your support of this measure. Its passage is vital to the 
future of the Academy. 

And speaking of the future of the Academy, I want to 
personally thank everyone who returned the postcards from 
the last edition of this newsletter. Thanks to the information 
contained in those postcards, we have a better understand- 
ing of what kinds of programs the Academy of the future 
should offer. Those postcards provided us with invaluable 
information that we simply could not have come up with 
except for your participation. 

Finally, some old Academy friends are making an 
appearance after a stint out of the public eye. Walk into 
Simson African Hall and you can’t help but notice the 
return of the rhinoceros and hippopotamus, back in all their 
rather large glory. Some of you will remember these terrific 
animals from when they were housed in the African Annex 
next to Simson African Hall. Now, as part of the comple- 
mentary programming we’re doing around the Africa: One 
Continent. Many Worlds. exhibit, we’ve returned these 
Academy favorites to the public floor. They are but a small 
— perhaps not so small — reminder of the wonder and awe 
that is the African continent. Be certain to visit the Africa 
exhibit and make sure you say hello to the rhino and hippo 
while you’re at it.

100 Years Ago

50 Years Ago 


November 1949 — The Academy’s one-man African 
expedition has reached its final stages. Entomology 
Research Associate Borys Malkin recently reported 
from Cape Town, Union of South Africa, which he 
reached after a year of collecting his way across the 
western Sahara and down the West Coast. Some 
100,000 insects having preceded him, he is expected 
at the Academy some time in January. 

This journey is all the more remarkable in that, 
not only was Borys entirely alone, but he was 
completely dependent upon local transport and 
supplies. His enormous collection of material largely 
new to the Academy — much of it new to science — 
is a satisfying return on a relatively small investment. 
According to Dr. E. S. Ross, Curator of Insects, the 
Academy’s collection of African material will be the 
only one of its kind in the Western Hemisphere.

North America has historically played a key role in the 
science of paleontology and remains one of the world 
hotspots for new dinosaur discoveries.

Pioneers of East African Paleoanthropology
